DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 14, 15 and 20 are pending. 

2. The rejection of claims 5 and under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention has been obviated by the cancelation of said claims in amendment filed August 25, 
2011. 

3. The enablement and written description rejections of claims 1-2, 5, 7, 12, 14-15, 19 and 20 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph have been obviated by the claims amendment filed August 25, 
2011. 

4. The new matter rejection of claims 1-2, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
has been obviated by the cancelation of said claims in amendment filed August 25, 2011. 

5. The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 95/08570 
publication (of record, published March 30, 1995; PTO 892) in view of US Pat No 6,280,732 
(newly cited, issued August 2001, PTO 892) and by Harris et al (of record, J Biol Chemistry 
278(38): 36068-36076, September 2003; PTO 892) or Harris et al (newly cited, Clin Exp 
Immunol 129: 198-207, 2002; PTO 892) has been obviated by the cancelation of said claim in 
amendment filed August 25, 201 1. 

6. The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 95/08570 
publication (of record, published March 30, 1995; PTO 892) in view of Harris et al (newly cited, 
Biochemcial Society Transactions 30(6): 1019-1025, 2002; PTO 892) has been obviated by the 
cancelation of said claim in amendment filed August 25, 201 1.
